Disadvantages of prior art 

A first disadvantage of this state of prior art relates to the increase in the 
complexity of the terminal, particularly when used for integration of different 
detectors. Integration of such a plurality of detectors inside the receiving 
terminal necessarily involves an increase in the size of the terminal, and this 
increase is contrary to ergonomic and / or miniaturisation constraints of radio- 
communication terminals, for example of the mobile telephone type. 

Another disadvantage of this state of prior art relates to the importance of 
design costs induced by such an increase in the complexity of the receiving 
terminal, and also the importance of costs and / or extra costs, associated with 
the corresponding additional induced tests and validation, and extra costs related
